“an Accousr . wy 4 RETURNED, PhodrECTOR, 
The ‘Tetiara,. Mail. (South Austratia) 
says ;—Mr Arthur Edmonds, ‘an old re- 
aident of Bordar. Lown, ‘and one of the 
carliest prospectors at Kimberley, has just 
returned from. Kimberley, - He went to 
Perth lost yoar to solect land, but was ine 
duced ‘to join a ‘party of nino that tho 
Western Australian’ Government. waa asnd- 
ing to ‘tho Kimberley district to Prospect 
for .gold, This. party: was ‘ander ° the 
leadership of ‘Mr Cherles Oatlislo,: ‘and 
took the’ steamer from Fromantlo. to 
Cambridge Gulf, where they srrived. on 
October 9.. Thoy started for Kimber- 
ley on’ October 15 with 93 horses and 
18 packemddles, which thoy tock .over 
from a patty of Government surveyors who’ 
had thon orrived at the Gulf.. Thoro is a 
harbour at the gulf, Thoy travolled 

in uo soutb-castérly. direction along tho Ord 
River, ond after’a journey ‘of 20 miles 
through warshy country they got on gaod 
land at Parry's Creek. The patty travelled 
about. nine miles a day; and tho only grazing 
conntry was along the river banks, where 
the gras was from 12ft, td aft. high in 
patches. They. had one of, the. horses 
apeared at Gooso-hill by the blacks, who 
were very aby, and always mode. for tle 
hills on getting 4 sight of ‘the white men. 
The first. indication of gold the party got 
was between the Nicholson and Panton 
Rivera, about 280 miloe south from. Cam. 
bridge Gulf. The only water to be found 
‘wos that in the’ pot-holea in the rivors. 
They gotthe colour of ala whorever they 
tried along the Panton River, They follow. 
ed this river to its junction with thy Elyire. 
The two largest nuggeta obtained by the 
party woro 2thdwt, and J6}dwt., but Mr 
Edmonds had seen tho. nugget found by 
Morgan, for which he got £80, This was 
more than its value, agit was half quartz, bub 
it was purchasod for show purposes. Mr 
Edmonds thinks the Kimberloy will prove a 
ood reoing country when machinery has 
eon inttoduced and rouds made, so. that 
provisions could be obtained ats reasounble 
rate. ‘There is likely to be norain before 
October, and it would be groat folly forany 
one to gothero before the taine set in, 
Even thon'a digger should bavo at least a 
few hundred pounda, as it would cust about 
£150 foran outfit. After leaving the gold 
country the party started westerly for Dor- 
by,.about. the end of February, They suf- 


fored great privations, ox the whole cuuntry 
was flooded, and had to. travel for- @ays up 
to tho waist in water, ewimming the creeks 
and billabongs. Mr Edmonds had a very 
narrow escape on one occsaion where the 
current was, strong, for after going under 
water soveral times, ho was only saved by 
catching hold of a twig until rescued by 
one of bis party. Before the prospectors 
got to Derby they had to kill a foal and 
livo gait for two days. The first gold was 
obtallid by tho prospectors within about 50 
miles of South Australian territory, and Dir 
Edmonds thiuks that the portion of South 
Australia adjoining the Kimberley will bo 
found to be auriferous. 


THE AUSTRALIAN ELEVEN IN 
ENGLAND. 


The following telegrams oppear in Aus~ 


“tralian papers. Owing to our fila boing in- 
complote we are unable to give details of 
tho first day’s play.in the match with tho 
Gentlomen of England, Elowever, we ob- 
serve that they had. scored 36°. on tho 
first day for the loss of five wickets, The 
report of the match against the Ployors ‘is 
aleo incomplete :-— ;
